have paid dues into the treasury of the 
organization. 


Operator Traer of Illinois said he 


spoke the unanimous sentiment of the 
operators of that state. There is no 
understanding, he said, as has been 
reported, between the operators and 
miners of Illinois. He told of the in- 
roads made on trade by the cheaply- 
mined West Virginia coal. 
The boy- 


cott, he asserted, was

effective. 


He insisted that a reduction was nec- 
essary to insure employment for the 
miners in the four states bound by the 
agreement. 


Horace L. Chapman claimed that the 


miners had failed to fulfill their part 
of the Chicago agreement when they 
promised to extend their work of or- 
ganization in West Virginia.

Canton, O-, Jan. 20.—A true bill was 


returned by the grand jury against 
Mrs. Annfe E. George, for the murder 
at George D. Saxton, a brother of Mre. 
William McKinley, in 
October 
last. 


The indictment is in the first degree, 
aad the extreme penalty is death by 
electrocution. 


Of course all the proceedings of the 


grand jury were secret. At the coro- 
ner's inquest it developed that no one 
•aw the shooting, but circumstantial 
CYidence indicated that, on the night 
of Oct. 7 Saxton was shot as he was 
about-to enter the residence ol Mrs. 
Bra 'A. Althouse, -widow of the late 
George Althouse. 
Five shots were 


flred, three taking effect. Saxton died 
before any physician could reach him. 


Saxton, according to current reports, 


bad changed his affections from Mrs. 
George to Mrs. 'Althouse, there. There 
•were circumstances to justify the ar- 
rest of Mrs. George on suspicion a 
few hours after the murder. 


Evidence was secured afterward be 


fore the,coroner showing that Saxton 
.had not only quit his association with 
Mrs. George, but had also attempted 
to eject her from the rooms she occu- 
pied, in the Saxton block. 


Witnesses testified to threats that 


.Mrs. George had made because, as she 
charged, Saxton had deserted her for 
Mrs. Althouse after he had paid the 
expenses of Mrs. George in getting a 
Dakota divorce. Witness also testified 
to Mrs. George securing a revolver and 
"being seen leaving a streetcar near 
the Althouse residence just a short 
time before-the shooting was heard. 


It was even conjectured, as Mrs. Alt- 


house was not at home that night, 
that Mrs. George had sent the victim 
a decoy letter for him to Qall that 
evening at a certain hour, so that the 
shooting might be done at the thresh- 
old of the rival. .
